REPORT  OF  THE  MEDICAL  OFFICER

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen 


The  port  of  Killingholme  comprises  only  two  jetties  at  the 


present  time,  and  these  are  used  exclusively  for  tankers  carrying  oil 
or  oil  products.  As  the  depth  of  water  does  not  permit  deep  drafted 
tankers  to  reach  these  jetties,  and  increasing  use  is  now  made  of  larger 
vessels  for  the  transport  of  crudes  to  the  refineries,  the  use  of  the 
Port  of  Killingholme  has  tended  to  decline.  It  is  now  used  almost 
exclusively  by  coastal  tankers  conveying  refined  oil  products  between 
ports  in  the  U.K.  or  from  refineries  in  Europe  (within  the  excepted 
districts)  and  so  makes  little  demand  on  the  Port  Health  Administration. 

Shipping  agents  have  expressed  concern  because,  not  being  an 
"approved  port"  for  purposes  of  deratting  and  the  issue  of  exemption 
certificates  the  Port  of  Killingholme  cannot  provide  them  with  these 
services.  They  are,  however,  available  at  the  neighbouring  ports  of 
Immingham  and  of  Kingston-upon-Hull . The  present  usage  of  the  Killingholme 
jetties  is  small,  and  declining.  There  are  proposals  for  provision  of  a 
jetty  with  facilities  for  the  import  and  handling  of  iron  ore,  but  it  is 
not  likely  that  there  will  be  any  substantial  increase  in  the  use  made 
of  the  port  until  and  unless  this  occurs.

To  prevent  confusion  pilots  and  H.M.  Customs  Waterguard  are  asked 
to  use  the  same  list  as  for  the  Port  of  Immingham  to  which  the 
Killingholme  jetty  is  adjacent  and  which  is  served  by  the  same 
officers.  Port  Health  Inspectors  are  provided  with  the  W.H.O. 
Weekly  Epidemiological  Record.

All  communication  with  ships  is  conducted  through  the  ships 
agents  and  G.P.O.  telephone  link  calls  via  Humber  Radio.

The  jetty  is  in  an  isolated  situation  and  access  to 
it  readily  prevented. 


5.  Infectious  Diseases  (Other  than  smallpox) 


Hospital  accommodation  for  infectious  diseases  (other  than  smallpox) 
is  provided  at  Grimsby  Isolation  Hospital  (Springfield).  Surveillance 
and  follow-up  of  contacts  is  arranged  through  the  Public  Health 
Service.  Cleansing  and  disinfection  of  ships,  persons,  clothing 
and  other  articles  would  be  carried  out  when  necessary  by  the  Port 
Health  Inspectors,  or  by  staff  of  the  Glanford  Brigg  R.D.C.  under 
the  supervision  of  the  Port  Health  Inspector.
